POLITICAL FEUD 


President of Senate Dies 
in Ambuscade; Repre- 
sentative and TwoBroth- 
ers Shot to Death. 


HAVANA, Sept. 27.—(#)—An out- 
burst of political violence resulted to- | 
day in the assassination of Clemente | 
Vazquez Bello, president of the Cuban | 
senate, and of three prominent mem- | 
bers of the opposition to the admin- 
istration of President Machado. 


The killing of the oppositionists | 
was described by investigators as an. 
act of retaliation for the slaying of | 
Dr. Vazquez Bello, a strong Machado) 
supporter who, had he lived, probably | 
would have been the next president | 
of Cuba. A fourth memier of the op- 
position was gravely wounded. 

The oppositionists slain were three | 
brothers — Representative Gonzalo 
Freyre De Andrade, Guillermo Freyre 
De Andrade, an attorney, and Leo- 
poldo Freyde De Anrade, an engineer. 


Representative Miguel Angel 
Aguiar, who participated in the un- 
successful revolt against the Machado 
government in August, 1931, was shot 
four times,

Dr. Vazguez Bello was shot as he 
was driving away from his estate, El 
Bohio, which adjoins the country 
club. There were 10 bullets in his 
hody.

He was elected 
senator from Santa Clara province 
in 1925. He and President Machado 
were close friends, and the national

PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 2 
(UP)—Portland police tonight were 
inclined to discount the story of Paul 
Callicotte, mountain guide, that he 
carried the suitcase containing the 
preparedness day bomb which killed 
saunrnee in San Francisco July 22, 


Callicotte, they said, had previously 
made false “confessions” assuming 
blame for acts he did not do. 

Callicotte allegedly said he was paid 
$5 to carry a suitcase from Oakland 
to San Francisco on July 22, 1916. 
He said he believed that the suitcase 
was the one containing the bomb 
which took 10 lives and injured 42 
other persons, and for which Tom 
Mooney and Warren K. Billings are 
serving life terms, 

He told police he placed the suit- 
case at the place in which the explo- 
sion occurred, a few minutes before 
the blast. He said he did not see the 
explosion and admitted that another 
suitcase might have been substituted.

$315,093 Direct Relief Loan 


Is Granted County by R. F.C. 


charity relief in Atlanta and Fulton 
'county through November 50 was as- 
sured Tuesday when the federal gov- 
ernment, through the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, extended a loan 
of $315,093.32 to supplement funds 
raised locally for that purpose.

WHITNEY UPHOLDS 
EXUHANGE POLICY 


Market Head Says ‘Pools’ 
Organized for Merchan- 
dising Sound Securities. 


ST, LOUIS, Sept. 27.—()—A de- 
fense of legitimate “pools” and “spe- 
cialists’” and the general conduct of 
the New York Stock Exchange was 
made here tonight by Richard Whit- 
ney, president of the world’s largest 
security market. 

Whitney spoke before the Industrial 
Club and the Chamber of Commerce 
of St. Louis and his address was 
broadcast over a nation-wide radio 
hook-up. 

“There has been a great deal of 
criticism in recent years,” he _ said, 
“about pool operations on the ex- 
change, and the inference has been 
left in the minds of the public that 
these pools create false prices. 

“All pools are not evil by any 
means. There are pools which are 
organized for perfectly proper pur- 
poses of merchandising sound securi- 
ties. There are trading pools which 
buy and sell stock in an orderly man- 
ner and which do not exert any im- 
proper influence on prices. 

“There have been nefarious pools 
where large purchases were made in 
anticipation of the publication of un- 
duly optimistic or other unwarranted 
statements about the company’s pros- 
pects. The exchange has consistently 
opposed operations of this kind. We 
feel that they are a form of fraud 
which should be prevented.” 


The speaker explained that the rules 
of the exchange closely governed the 
activities of floor “specialists” who

He declared the exchange did not 
cause the inflation of security prices, 
but that this inflation “resulted di- 
rectly from a wave of speculation 
based on the hopes and prospects of 
American business.”

Driver Badly Beaten. 
In the latest outbreak of violence 


_incident to the picketing of roads be- 
one | tween Atlanta, Griffin, Conyers and 
Covington, 


P. A. Edwards, an At- 
lanta driver for the Pace Truck Lines, 
was severely beaten by a group of 
men néar Barnesville, although he was 
hauling no milk. Edwards told au- 
thorities that he was taken from a 
heavily-loaded truck between Barnes- 
ville and Forsyth and kicked and beat- 
en with a chair because he “didn't 
stop quick enough.” 

Edwards said he informed the men 
he was operating in interstate com- 
merce between Jacksonville and At- 
lanta and that his truck carried no 
milk, but that someone in a crowd of 
approximately 24 men shouted: 

“That doesn’t make any difference. 
You didn’t stop quick enough.” 


At the late conference with Gov- 
ernor Russell Tuesday, in which 
James A. Branch, counsel for the con- 
federation, and Hardin took part, 
newspapermen were barred, the gov- 
ernor announcing through his execu- 
tive secretary, Leeman Anderson, that 
any statement forthcoming would be 
made by Hardin. Following the con- 
ference, both Hardin and the confed- 
eration counsel, Branch, asserted that 
the governor had offered to “do any- 
thing in his power” to aid in a solu- 
tion to the strike, but that he had not 
been acquainted with the aims or 
causes of the “holiday” and that the 
summoning of Hardin had been for 
the purpose of receiving an outline of 
the demands of the confederation. 
Having obtained an explanation from 
the confederation official, it was said, 
Governor Russell assured Hardin that 
he would study the problem and do 
anything he considered feasible and 
reasonable. 


Argument Over Board. 


The sixth day of the milk “holiday” 
found both sides engaged in a tug-of- 
war over the selection of members for 
& proposed permanent board which 
would arbitrate not only the present 
difficulty over pricés paid producers 
for raw milk, but which would func- 
tion permanently and adjust future 
controversies. 

After refusing the confederation’s 
proposal that Governor Russell, May- 
or James L. Key, Commissioner of 
Agriculture Eugene R. Talmadge, or 
any other impartial official be select- 
ed to arbitrate the strike, representa- 
tives of the larger Atlanta distribut- 
ing plants suggested a board of six 
members, three representatives from

This proposal immediately was re- 
jected by Hardin, who said that such 
an acceptance would place the inter- 
ests of the producers in the hands of 
the distributors. Late Tuesday eve- 
ning, however, it was announced I.

These independent dairymen, it was 
said, came to the capital for the pur- 
pose of demanding representation on 
any permanent board of arbitration 
formed, and elected F. C. Newton, of 
Madison, as their’ representative? 
Other independent producers, repre- 
senting dairymen in the 20 ‘counties 
covered by the membership of the 
confederation, were Guy Jones, J. 
B. Spears, Roy Wallace, A, E. Hayes, 
W. C. Benton. Neal Vason, T, G. 
Smith and A. E. Belcher. 

Interspersed between statements 
bearing on the progress or lack of 
progress in arriving at an agreement, 
were charges and counter-charges 
hurled by both sides. Hardin, official 
spokesman for the confederation, 
Tuesday night reiterated his charge 
that “eastern industrialists’ were 
waging a “war through the medium 
of the federal courts.” aimed at the 


“interests of the southern farmer.” 
Distributors Discuss Board. 


The plan for a board of permanent 
arbitration, according to a spokesman 
for the distributors, was first offered 
by A. C. Belcher, of Covington. A 
statement from the distributors con- 
cerning such a board and issued prior 
to the peace conference Tuesday night 
read as follows: 

“The distributors stated in accept- 
ing the plan originally proposed by A. 
C. Belcher, prominent farmer of Cov- 
ington, Newton county, that they had 
in mind not merely the solution of the 
present conflict, but of all problems 
that might come up in the future. 


he a difference of interests between 
farmers, in so far as producing and 
selling milk is concerned, just because 
ene belongs to the confederation and 
the other does not.

Funeral services for William B.

CALENDAR FOR CORRECTION 
OF A HABIT. 
A mother writes: 

A year ago 1 wrote you in re- 
gard to my child’s bedwetting. ] 
am happy to report that your ad- 
vice has proved the right psy- 
chology. I purchased from the 
stationer a little box of red stars 
gummed on the back. Every night 
the child kept dry she was al- 
lowed to stick one of the stars 
on the big kitehen calendar. The 
whole family became interested in 
the plan and the child saw how 
pleased everybody was about each 
day's red star. By the end of 
three months she was able to 
cover every day with a star, with 
no numbers left uncovered on the 
calendar. We are sure this made 
such an impression on the child’s 
mind that it worked a cure even 
during sleep. 

The mother has the right idea. Bed- 
wetting is a habit and not an ail- 
ment. Neither is it “kidney trouble.” 
Nor a “weakness.” It is a mistake 
for a parent or other guardian of 
such a child to utter any excuse for 
the habit in the child’s presence, es- 
pecially harmful to explain that the 
child “comes by it naturally” because 
some forebear has had the same habit. | 

The child who wets the bed can | 
overcome the bad habit and remain 
dry if he wants to. 


Any parent or guardian who takes 
this to mean that scolding, censure, 
punishment or shame will make the 
child want to remain dry is too dumb 
or vicious to have charge of the train- 
ing of a child. 

In exceptional instances it may be | 
possible for the entire family to take. 
such an interest as this mother de- | 
scribes, but as a rule the matter 
should be kept as nearly secret as 
may be, between child and guardian. 
The calendar plan is'an excellent one 
for the child 3 or 5 years of age, 
but for older children the mark or 
reward for each dry might should be 
more appropiate to the mental age. 

Have you ever had to wake up at | 
an unusual hour in the night or early 
morning to catch a train or keep an 
appointment? You wanted to wake, 
and you did wake. Wouldn't have 
done any good if somebody threatened, 
ridiculed, embarrassed or shamed you 
about it. But if you want to wake 
you wake—or you fail to wake at the 
designated time. Well, the child can 
control the emptging of the bladder 
But he 
must want very much to do so if he 
is to make a success of it. Sometimes 
it is hard for a harassed mother or 
an embarrassed father to avoid show- 
ing impatience, annoyance or disgust. 
but any such manifestation is fatal 
to the success of this psychological 
plan. Nothing but wholesome sym- 
pathy and encouragement should be 
given the child, and of course a quiet 
show of pleasure when the child 
chalks up a dry night.

It was the “storm of San Eusepic,’ 
named on the feast day of that sagt 
last Monday, when the dread winds 
first started their relentless north- 
westward course out of the equa- 
torial Atlantic, 

Tonight all was over, and much of 
the island was devastated just as it 
was by the storm of San Felipe in 
1928, when hundreds lost their lives 
and many millions in property dam- 


Governor Beverley lost no time in 
starting relief machinery and late to- 
day had formed an emergency com- 
mittee and given it instructions to 
find shelter and food for the many 
thousands of destitute and homeless. 

He promised insular funds would 
be placed in the committee’s hands 
tomorrow, pending a definite relief 
program. 

The governor’s. couriers, sent out 
to gather information on the hurri- 
cane, brought him back information 
upon which he based his estimate of 
the dead and injured. He said this 
estimate undoubtedly would be re- 
vised upward. 

Communication Broken, 

Because of broken communication 
lines there was no way of telling how 
many dead there were. 

Rafael Veve Jr., assistant general 
manager of the Fajardo Sugar Com- 
pany, arrived in the capital late today 
after a fatiguing journey of eight 
hours from Fajardo, only 30 miles 


way. 
“All the towns between Fajardo 
and Carolina, more than half the dis- 
tance to the capital, were leveled,” 
Veve said. “All the plantation houses 
were destroyed. 

“There were 39 dead at Fajardo 
when I left at 8 a. m. and saw 
about 100 dead between Fajardo and 
Carolina. I can well imagine thou- 
sands dead in the districts I  tra- 
versed.” 

Starting ghortly before last mid- 
night, a 120-mile wind lashed San 
Juan and the hinterland, wrecking 
buildings, ripping the roofs from 
houses, and ruining valuable citrus 
fruit and coffee crops. 

Loss in the fruit crop alone was 
estimated at $7,000,000 After a 
personal inspection of part of the dev- 
astated area, Governor James R. Bev- 
erley said damage to the coffee crop 
would be greater. 

When the storm left Puerto Rico 
and headed westward toward San Do- 
mingo, communications in the island 
had not been restored. It appeared 
probable that when all outlying points 
had been heard from the death toll 
would be considerably higher. 


Thousands Homeless. 


TUneounted thousands of persons 
were left homeless. 

The storm put San Juan’s water 
and light facilities out of commission. 
The manager of the power company 
said it would be impossible to restore 
either service before Thursday. 
new transmission Hne must be built 
before power can be furnished for 
pumping water six miles from the res- 
ervoir. 

Arrangements for a temporary wa- 
ter supply, imperative for reasons of 
sanitation, were being rushed. 

San Juan was left a nightmare of 
wreckage by the storm. 

The great steel towers of radio sta- 
tiot WKAQ, which was broadcasting 
during the early part of the storm, 
lay bent and twisted in the streets, 

A concréte wall of Tres Banderas, a 
popular movie theater, was blown in 
debris and strewn over the seats. 

Numerous small craft along the wa- 
terfront were stove in and driven 
aground. Several of the piers were 
left roofless. 

Great damage was done to merchan- 
dise stored on the docks. 

800 Dwellings Smashed. 

At least 800 of the 1,000 dwellings 
of the ocean front section of San Juan 
either were destroyed or damaged s0 
greatly that it was impossible for 
their occupants to continue living in 
them. During the night hundreds of 
families found refuge in the ancient 
Spanish fort of San Cristobal,

“What sort of a man is this Neely?” he 
asked me. ‘He hit me out there today a dozen times 
and almost killed me with every tackle. And if I didn’t 
look pleased about it he cussed me.”

There was one feature to the game that made it one of 
‘the unique stories of football. Michigan drove the ball deep 
into Vanderbilt’s territory late in the game.

He was a great hitter but 
had one inherent and outstanding 
weakness. That was the woeful in- 
ability of John King to even come 
close to hitting left-handed pitchers. 
This fact is said to have kept him 
out of the majors and left him with 
a deep and abiding hatred of all left- 
handed ball players. There probably 
never was a ball player who hated 
scuthpaws so intensely as John King. 


NATIONALLY FAMOUS. 


‘ His obsession on the subject be- 
came nationally famous. He spent all 
his spare time thinking up new in- 
vestives to heap upon left-handers in 
a picturesque and vituperative out- 
pouring of phraseology. 

It was he who coined the say- 
ing that “50,000 left-handed pitch- 
ers went to the World War and 
every single one of them came 
back home unscathed.” 

Once he encountered a blind fiddler 
on the street and dropped a two-bit 
piece into his tin cup, only to take it 
out and put it back in his pocket 
when he noticed that the man fiddled 
with his left hand. He avowed that 
he would not contribute to any char- 
ity for fiddlers who drew the bow 
with a portside stroke. 

ANOTHER GANDHI, 

After a game in which John King 
had struck out or failed to get a bit 
off a left-hander, he would subject 
himself to various forms of penance 
which at times approached the self- 
denial of a Gandhi. No matter how 
parched became his thirst, John King 
would let it go unslaked on these oc- 
casions. He would watch the other 
players drink from the spigot in bit- 
ter silence. Then he would walk away, 
muttering: 

“John King, you cannot hit 
left-handers; you do not deserve 
even water,” Sometimes he would 
go so far as to smash up the 
water cooler before the eyes of 
his teammates. 

No matter how hungry he became, 
John King would not eat after being 
humiliated on the ball field by south- 
paws. He would have the hotel chef 
set before him a delicious steak, sur- 
rounded by browned potatoes and 
gravy, his favorte dish, only to wave 
it away. 

NO HITS, NO FOOD. 

“John King, you did not get a hit 
today and you shall not eat a bite,” 
he would say. 

’Tis said that when King was given 
the third strike by a left-hander, he 
would go down swinging with mighty 
oaths that occasioned many blushes on 
ladies’ day. Even after the third one 
was called, old John refused to believe 
that it was true. He would fall to his 
knees suppliantly and call on Jehovah 
to vindicate him before the eyes of the 
multitude. 

“If that was a strike, may the 
Lord strike me dead in the next 
minute.” he would importune. At 
the end of the minute and nothing 
had happened, King would leap to 
his feet and yell to the crowd: 
“See there, 1. told you I wasn't 

out!’ Sometimes he would beseech 
the umpires to let him have another 
time at bat, so as to get another 
whack at the odious southpaw. 

Bill Rodgers, who once man- 
aged Chattanooga in the South- 
ern league and now pilots Des 
Moines, of the Western associa- 
tion, always liked John King but 
didn’t dare have him on his ball 
club. It would have been terribly 
embarrassing, says Bill, to have 
had John King suddenly grab 
up a fungo bat and clout his man- 
ager over the head, imagining 
that he was chastising some 
southpaw enemy. 

John King is now middle-aged and 
rich. Not long ago oil was struck 
on some property of his at Longview 
and Tyler, Texas, and he quit play- 
ing baseball. Now and then, how- 
ever, he umpires Texas league games 
for nothing, mainly for the privilege 
of glaring at the left-handers, it is 
suspected.

Bears safely through to a pennant and 
Dixie series title. only to lose to the 
owerful Tulsa Oilers, of the Western 
eague, in a second post-season Class 
A series. 


Baker insisted to the last that his 
team was not playing the kind of ball 
in the series it had displayed in whip- 
ping the pack out in the Texas league, 
including a three-straight plastering 
of the veteran Dallas nine. Baker, 
who is a very serious minded fellow, 
argued with newspapermen that his 
team, despite its youth, had averaged 
around five runs a game and packed 
as much punch as the Lookouts. As 
sincere as Baker no doubt was being, 
however, the fact remains that only 
three men in his lineup hit above .300 
this year, while all of Chattanooga 
regulars were that high or higher. 

he two pitching staffs presented 
a striking contrast. The Exporter 
pitchers were a young lot—most of 
them fast ball throwers like Rowe, 
Herring and Goldstein, who were 
picked up by Detroit scouts for their 
natural ability and their promise of 
development. 


The Lookout pitchers, however, had 
an edge on smartness.

CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—(4)—Rever- 
berations from the exploded Insull 
investment enterprises, which cost se- 
curity holders an estimated three bil- 
lion dollars, resounded from political 
arenas, the state legislature, and civic 
meeting places today as federal and 
state investigators pored over the 
voluminous records of the defunct 


concerns. 
linited States Senator Peter Nor- 


beck, of South Dakota, said he would 


present to the senate banking commit- 
tee “startling information” regarding 
juggled earnings reports uncovered by 
committee investigators. 

“Reports,” he said, “that led tens 
of thousands of people to pay high 
prices for stocks that today are al- 
most without value.” 

Norman Thomas, socialist candidate 
for president, in addressing the Chi- 
cago Bar Association, said the In- 
sull debacle “illustrates the racketeer- 
ing stage which capital has reached 
and the necessity for public owner- 
ship of utilities.” 

“The story of Insull is paralleled by 
the story of the South American loans 
of Kreuger & Toll,” he said, 

At Springfield, Ill., where the state 
legislature is in session, Representa- 
tive J. W. Harris announced he would 
ask an investigation by the assembly 
of the Illinois commerce commission. 
which he claimed had jurisdiction over 
the securities. 

Denies Jurisdiction. 

G. Gale Gilbert, chairman of the 
commission, denied the body had such 
jurisdiction. Only operating concerns 
are subject to the state commission's 
regulations, he declared in a state- 
ment, 

James S. Egan, chief accountant 
of the United States bureau of In- 
vestigation and veteran of many im- 
portant and sensational federal in- 
quiries, arrived from the national 
Pcapitol to assume command of the fed- 
eral inquiry.
